Petersburg 
dispatch to the Sun says: 

“Prince Troubetsky, president of the 
Moncow Zemstvo, has written a letter to 
Prince Mirsky, minister of the Interior, 
defending the discussion of reforms by 
the >toseow Zemstvo, which called forth 
the cMdcmnntion of the Czar. 

“Prince Troubetsky says: ‘Russia is 
now in a state of anarchy. The revolu¬ 
tionary movement now proceeding is not 
a simple disturbance by the youth of the 
country. It is a movement which re¬ 
flects the attitude of public opinion, and 
it is very dangerous, even terrible, not 
only for the people but for the Emperor. 
It is therefore the duty of every true 
Russian subject to do what he cun to 
prevent the impending calamity. 

“ ‘I recently had the happiness to see 
the Emperor, and I reported to him truly 
ami in all sincerity the present state of 
public opinion. I tried to explain to His 
Majesty that what is now proceeding is 
not a simple emeute. but a revolution. 
The Russian nation is being dragged in¬ 
to a revolution which it does not want, 
and which may be prevented by the Em¬ 
peror if he shows confidence in bis peo¬ 
ple. It is my strong belief that If the 
Emperor will himself unite the national 
forces around him. he will relieve Russia 
from the terrors of an impending bloody 
revolution. If he will do so the nation 
will support his autocratic power. 

“ ‘Under existing conditions it is im¬ 
possible- to forbid the people from ex¬ 
pressing their sufferings. It is impos¬ 
sible to keep silence when the country is 
in a dangerous position.’ "

St. Petersburg. Jan. 5.—Emperor 
Nicholas returned this morning to Tsnrs- 
koc Sclo (15 mile* south of St. Peters¬ 
burg! from Minsk.

A leading magazine had 
taken the matter up and sent inquiries 
dealing with it to the presidents of the 
different universities in the United States, 
and the answer in every case was, that 
the boys sent up from the High schools 
led, and were better men physically aud 
morally than those coming from the 
private and sectarian schools, and they 
were better educated, more sturdy and 
progressive.

Brockville, Ont.. Jnn. 4.—A fire that 
broke out iu the paint storage room of 
the Canada Carriage Company nt fl 
o'clock this evening totally destroyed 
the big factory, the largest in Brockville 
and one of the largest of the kind In 
Canada. The fire was caused by the ex¬ 
plosion of a lantern carried by a boy, 
and, fed by the inflammable liquid, the 
flames spread with great rapidity. Men 
had, in many instances, to flee for their 
lives leaving some of their clothing be¬ 
hind them, but no one wa* injure*!* The 
total loss la placed at $300,000, with in- 
stirance at $200,000. Three hundred and 
sixty men are thrown out of work ju*t 
af the beginning of tho busy season.

Tort Arthur. Jnn. 4.—In long, slowly 
moving columfis. four abreast, their tat¬ 
tered uniforms showing in pitiful con¬ 
trast with the nobby appearance of their 
Japanese guards, the members of the 
garrison of Port Arthur walked out of 
the fortress and crossed the glacis lead¬ 
ing to the camps this morning. 

Home walked with difficulty—convales¬ 
cents who hud been pressed into service 
by the dire need of fighting men. Not a 
man but seemed tired unto death. Their # 
cheeks pule nud sunken, military training 
gone from their bearing, some emaciated 
to skeletons, their clothes hanging loose¬ 
ly about them. Some with bandages 
around their heads, others with their left 
arms in slings. 

On their horses Japanese officers rode 
up and down tho column*, giving orders 
to the guard* on foot. .B«t there Was 
no need for vigilance. Not n break oc¬ 
curred in the line. They came down the 
hill, their gait accelerating as they uear- 
cd the goal. 

Further down they saw an imposing 
display of successful power, the Japan¬ 
ese officers, who had lined up to receive 
them as prisoners, to call the roll from 
the depleted lists and then to pronounce 
their fate. It may be assumed that the 
news of the generosity of their victors 
had spread into ever)' nook and corner 
•of every fort long ere the older to eva¬ 
cuate was given. 

The story is told now that some few 
had recalled the reports current weeks 
ago that the Japanese wmrid take ter¬ 
rible vengeance, niid if they were pre¬ 
vented from killing they would inflict 
suffering in some other wsy. Mercifully 
Hie Japanese officers In charge of the sur¬ 
render of the men shortened the busi¬ 
ness as much as could be done under the 
circumstances. Then the order tn more 
was gltrti.

The Times ia reminded by the contents 
of n couple of-newspapers received from 
the ancient and renowned Duchy of 
Cornwall that Trelawney was not the 
only distinguished personage produced 
by that celebrated kingdom of wrestlers, 
warriors, poets and statesmen, Cornwall 
Wjfto also the home of oue of th© most in- 
genioiu inventors of the age. Let those 
who have ascribed to the virile north the 
honor of being the birthplace of the man 
who invented and operated tho first lo¬ 
comotive read reports of an anniversary 
that has just been celebrated at Cam¬ 
borne, and they* wilt transfer their rever- 
ance from George Stephenson to the real 
chief benefactor of his own and succeed¬ 
ing generations. One of the local news¬ 
papers points out that it is just a hun¬ 
dred yeors ago that Richard Trevithick 
introduced his locomotive to tho world, 
his first steam carriage making its trial 
trip on an old iron tramway nine miles 
.long, In the Tnff Valley. It was, how¬ 
ever, on Christmas eve of, 181)1 that his 
road locomotive carried passengers—the 
first load of passengers ever conveyed 
by the power of steam. Ills ideas rapid¬ 
ly developed, and in the following year 
he, together with Andrew Vivian, npplied 
for a pAteut for engines to work car¬ 
riages. He realised that the power of hia 
cMigine was more than Sufficient to propel 
its own load of passengers. It was in 
Ijondon that hia experiments were made, 
and it is needless to add, proved equally 
successful. In 1803 his ougine conveyed 
passengers from Leather Lane to Pad¬ 
dington by way of Oxford street, while 
the return journey was made via a 
northern route through Islington. Ex¬

Victoria Metonrological Office, 

-28Lh December to 3rd January, 10U6. 

The weather during thte week has been 
uuuauaUy ovenwat aud rainy, andl In Oil* 
vicinity the total amount of bright sun¬ 
shine was only sis tears, and ruin to a 
greater or less extent fell upon every day 
of the week. Upon Wednesday, 28tb. an 
ocean atoriu with a centre of 28.80 inches 
at Port Simpson gradually spread lulaud 
across the province, accompanied by abnor¬ 
mally heavy rains both on this Inland and 
the Lower Mainland* while on the l*oaat 
a houvj southerly gale prevailed for some 
boons. JTt the mouth of the Columbia liver 
the hourly wind velocity reached a maxi¬ 
mum of 68 nRes. This disturbance spread 
over the Territories and Manitoba, where 
it cauaed comparatively mild weather. 

From this dute to the close of the month 
the barometer remained abnormally k»w 
over the continent from the North Pari fie 
Coast to the Great Lakes. Upon Sunday, 
1 st. a moderate southern* gale with heavy 
rains set Id over the Straits and Sound, 
while on the CUakt a strong southeast gale 
was reported from Gape Flattery to the 
month of the Columbia river. This dis¬ 
turbance crossed Vancouver Island on the 
night of the 2 n«L It caused a moderately 
westerly gale on the Straits and some 
fresh snow on the Sooke hills. The weath¬ 
er has been comparatively mild In tflie Ter 
rltorlea and Manitoba until the morn lug of 
the 2 nd when zero temperatures became 
genertftrirad Id Manitoba the temperature 
fel to 26 below zero.
